St. Petersburg, Sepienw.. «..—accord- 
ing the newspapers the 
automobile which the police have been 
trailing for several weeks in the belief 
that it belonged to revolutionists and 
Was being used as a base for a terrorist 
conspiracy, has been the vi- 
cinity of the palace of Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch at Peterhof. The 
machine bore a false number. The pas- 
sengers were armed and could not 
properly identify themselves. 

This automobile was first observed at 
the military maneuvers at Krasnoye Selo, 
which the emperor attended. An order 
was then used to capture the machine 
and: two soldiers who attempted to de- 
tain it were met with revolver shots. 
The machine got away. Last week it 
appeared in St. Petersburg, repainted, 
and passed repeatedly under the windows 
of Premier Stolypin’s apartments in the 
winter palace. It again turned up at 
Peterhof during the funeral of General 
Trepoff. 

The most daring exploit in which the 
machine figures is reported to have oc- 
eurred at Tsarskoe Selo, where the mo- 
torists are sald to have crashed through 
a fence surrounding the little palace and 
made a rapid trip through the inclosure 
and out again, presumably in rehearsal 
for an attempt on the life of the emperor

Origin of Ascot Races. 
(From The London Chronicie.) 

When did Ascot races begin? They are 
mentioned in the first “Racing Calen- 
dar,’ published in 1727, and the usual 
Statement is that they were founded by 
the Duke of Cumberland, uncle of George 
Ifl. But an entry in the accounts of the 
master of the horse in 1712 suggests that 
they were founded by Queen Anne gn 
August 6, I7!!1. The truth, no doubt, is 
that Ascot races, Ike many other au- 
gust institutions, gradually developed 
from a germ, so that it is difficult to 
say when they really began. At any 
rate, they were quite the sort of thing 
that enthusiast of the turf, Queen Anne, 
would have founded.

Hon. Robert R. Hitt. 

In the death of Hon. Robert R. 
Hitt, long. a notable figure in the 
American congress, the United States 
loses a citizen of conspicuous useful- 
ness. 

Mr. Hitt’s death was not altogether 
Some months ago, be- 
cause of ill health, he, declined the 
renomination that would have come 
to him unanimously. For several 
years he has been unable to take that 
active part in politica] life which had 
long been his habit, but at Washing- 
ton his counsel was much sought and 
his advice gladly followed. 

This is particularly true with refer- 
ence to foreign affairs. Mr. Hitt was 
a close student of the relations be- 
tween nations, Of all the men in 
public life he was generally recog- 
nized as the best posted upon the for- 
eign affairs of this government and 
upon international law in its broad 
sense. He had seen much service in 
the diplomatic branch of the govern- 
ment; was for a time assistant secre- 
tary of state; and during the twenty- 
Iour years of membership of the 
house of representatives he served as 
a member of the committee on for- 
eign affairs and chairman of that 
body under the republican speakers. 

A quiet, scholarly man, Mr. Hitt 
was of the type that inspires the 
confidence of his fellow men. The 
inside history of the McKinley and 
Roosevelt administrations would shed 
interesting light upon his influence in 
shaping foreign policies; for while 
most of our foreign business is con- 
fined to the executive department 
and to the senate as part of: the 
treaty-making power—and _ therefore

Russia’s occupation of Manchuria was 
for the purpose of getting to the un- 
frozen sea. That . object was, of 
course, frustrated by the war with 
Japan, and any extension through 
Mongolia to the borders of Manchu- 
ria is not explicable on that basis 
now. An explanation which suggests 
itself is that pointed out at the close 
of the Russo-Japanese war—a desire 
on the part of Russia to employ her 
soldiers and keep them from mutiny.
